4 WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.>The State 
Department, in. @ statement issued te- 
day regarding the controversy with the 
Western Union ‘Telegraph Company, 
which :yvesterday notified the depart- 
Foent that it would not accept Govern: 
Ment messages unless they are prepaid, 
calls attention to the fact that it ix in 
the power of the department to revoke 
the permits granted for the landing of 
Western -Union cables in the ‘United 
States.

Will Insist, on regeiving. the same privi- 
Teges as to rates on its cable messages 
ag are accorded. to Great. Britain’ and

In the amplitude and’splendor of its 
collections, in public use, and useful-| 
ness, the Metropolitan Museum of .Art 
j Was. never so fich as now. More and 
more it brings to New York. artists, 
scholars, cOnhoisseurs, students, from 
all parts of the country and the world. 
In a great and ever-increasing degree 
it is to the people of New York’ a uni- 
versity of unfailing interest; instruc- 
tion and pleasure. Yet the city is 
niggardiy to it. Its expenses are con- 
tinually in excess of: its receipts; . a 
condition ‘which, of course; has been 
growing worse in the tast few years. 
Ita:Trustees have long beén paying out 
of their own pockets a ‘deficit incurred 
for the genéral behefit. Sky-scraping 
cost of living and taxes haniper these 
generous, long-suffering givers. They 
have to ask-the public to help sup- 
port this public benefit. This: year the 
deficit will be $50,600. Next year it 
may be twice as much. 

. It is with the Museum as with ‘our 
richest colleges. “They have imposing 
Yuhds which they can spend only, for 
certain specified purposes. The shoe 
at their disposal for the general uses 
and: cyrrent emergencies of the uni-

versity is scant. ‘They are poor in the 


midst of riches. It 'is to be hoped that 
forehanded admirers of the Museum 
will give or leave it-faoney enough -for 


unrestricted general purposes to save] © 


it» from .the necessity,, which now’ 
threatens it,-of using for administra-’ 
tion expenses the principal of its ex- 
isting unfettered -funds. Bithorto it 
has used ‘only the income. 

"The Museum is run as economically 
as it can be.

Five thousand new annual members 
are enough to fatten the fund: Then 
there is a plethora of people who can 
afford to pay $25 a year té become 
sustaining members, sustain the Mu- 
seum, wipe out the deficili And there 
are plenty of people who can pay $100 
‘a year, and never miss it, to be fel- 
Jowship members. There is no famine’ 
of persons. who can affotd to. give 
$1,000 to become fellows fon life, Suit 
the contribution to the purse: give, 
what you can.
